Waycross, Ga., may be more or less in the back 
woods but the city council of that city has shown an 
ability to grapple with the trading stamp evil which 
ais at wide variance with the whimpering _ tactics 
adopted by so many legislators in larger cities who 
state their willingness to help merchants out in this 
‘matter if they only knew how to do it. Next Wednes- 
day the trading stamp evil will be a matter of history 
in Waycross, as by that date the trading stamp con- 
cerns in this Georgia city will have to pay a license 
fee of $5,000 or quit, and furthermore, every mer- 
-chant giving out trading stamps must pay an addi- 
tional tax of $1,000. These license laws have a good 
. “business ring to them. 








“Tin ore has been found in the Carolinas, the 
Black Hills of South Dakota, southern California and 
Alaska, with traces in Maine, New Hampshire, and 
elsewhere. Thus far, however, tin has never been 
profitably mined in the United States. The work 
accomplished in recent months at Nigger Hill, South 
‘Dakota, seems to give promise of good results, two

spectively, proving to have an average value of $6.75 
per ton,” says the Columbia, S. C., State of Jan. 11, 
1905, and yet only a few months ago we were reading 
of a tin mine at Gaffney, S. C., with $50,000,000 
stanniferous ore in plain sight, and large preliminary 
shipments that were paying all expenses of working, 
and this same mine was written up with true pic- 
tures by this same Palmetto state publication. 








THE Postal Progress League seems to be willing 
to go any length in order to force the passage of a 
parcels post bill. Chairman Post of this organization 
had the audacity in a recent speech in Cooper Union, 
New York, to state that he would ask the United 
States Supreme Court for a restraining order to pre- 
vent Senator Thos. C. Platt from taking his seat, 
basing this action on the ground that Senator Platt 
subverts the interest of the people he is sworn to 
represent in the interests of the United States Express 
Co. Mr. Post also made some insinuations against 
Ellis H. Roberts, treasurer of the U. S., because he 
had strongly opposed the passage of this bill. 

It seems to us that this action smacks strongly of 
intimidation, to use no harsher word, and the retail 
interests of the country who are naturally opposed to 
this measure, which will unquestionably entail a heavy 
expense on the government, should derive new cour- 
age from the fact that the Postal Progress League 
isso hard pressed that it must resort to such desperate 
tactics as this. 

Some months ago, we pointed out that the enact- 
ment of a parcels post bill would result in an enor- 
mous increase in the present deficit in the post office 
department, for the simple reason that the govern- 
ment in establishing the proposed rate for carrying 
parcels would make a uniform and hence’an imprac- 
tical rate for all sections of the country. As a con- 
sequence, the rate they would make from Chicago to 
Elgin, Ill., for carrying a hundred pounds, would be 
considerably in excess of that charged by the express 
companies, while their rates from Chicago to Ukiah, 
Cal., would be considerably lower than those of the 
express companies. The consequence would be that 
the government would get all this unprofitablelong- 
haul business and would not get a chance to make it 
up on profitable short-haul work, as that would all 
go to the express company. 








THE peat industry in Sweden has been advancing 
vancing at a very rapid rate lately. The transforming 
of peat bogs into a comparatively cheap and service- 
able fuel has now reached a stage from which it can 
hardly lapse into such periods of inactivity as it has 
previously suffered. The introduction of improved 


methods for obtaining the peat and preparing the fuel 
seems to justify the expectation of a great develop- 


ment of the industry, the importance of which to 
Sweden needs no demonstration. 

The Gothenburg Peat Factory (Géteborgs Torffa- 
brik) is the name of a firm which owns four peat bogs 
near Landvetter station, on the Gothenburg-Boras 
railway line, comprising the Lundkarn’s bog, 97% 
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37 tunnland (218,448 square yards), and the two Ta- 
hult’s bogs, together 40 tunnland (236,160 square 
yards). Of these only the Lundkarn is being worked 
at present. It is, however, expected to last for some 
time, an official expert having estimated that the same 
quantity dug from it this year (5,000 tons) may be 
obtained annually for the next twenty-eight years. 
The three other bogs are not yet touched and have 
been purchased in view of an eventual extension of 
the business. 








A MANUFACTURER in a letter quoted in 
our January 2Ist issue, makes the fol- 


Receive the lowing excellent suggestion : 
“I think the idea of the Illinois associa-

tion in having exhibits at Turner Hall an ex- 
cellent one. If manufacturers have to pay for the privilege of 


exhibiting, why should not the money go to the association 
rather than the hotel keepers? This course would add to the 
association exchequers and the manufacturers would be glad 
to do it, as the association, I feel sure, would only charge 
them a fair compensation.” 


We fully coincide with the view expressed by this 
correspondent of ours. 

In the first place, state hardware conventions are un- 
questionably permanent institutions. The establish- 
ment of affiliated insurance associations, the steady and 
gratifying growth of each state association, the in- 
crease in the number of associations, and the accom- 
plishment of much benefit through these agenciés are 
all positive indications of continued prosperity. 

The presence of traveling salesmen has always been 
welcomed at these gatherings and succeeding years 
have seen a large attendance of representatives of lead- 
ing manufacturers and jobbers with displays of their 
newest goods, which in themselves are a valuable edu- 
‘cational feature of these meetings and add to the bene- 
fit the dealer receives from attendance. 

Another class of exhibitors at these meetings is 
found in the specialty manufacturer, sometimes a man 
of small capital. 

He cannot afford to send representatives to the trade 
to introduce his single specialties but by utilizing these 
gatherings of several hundred retailers he can acquaint 
a large section of the trade with the features of his 
specialty at a comparatively small outlay. 

Dealers attending a convention, officials as well as 
privates in the ranks, visit various exhibits, ask ques- 
tions, collect souvenirs, samples and circulars, jot 
down prices and often place orders. 

Unfortunately they do not know that their manu- 
facturing and jobbing friends generally pay stiff and 
at times outrageous prices for the space in the hotels 
which they utilize. Oftentimes the room on the parlor 
floor taken by the exhibitor costs from $15 to $100 
during a convention and where there are from twenty 
to forty exhibitors, the toll they pay the hotel where 
headquarters are established often foots up to more 
than the entire expense of running the retail associa- 
tion for a year. 

As long as the retailers take no action on this matter 
the hotels will continue to take a good rake-off from 
exhibitors and even if retailers by alert and aggressive 
watchfulness curb exorbitant charges, still even the 





average hotel prices charged for exhibition space are 
not low by any means. : 

Why should the hotels make from $500 to $1,000 for 
exhibition space at the various conventions? 

Why should not this sum be divided between the 
retailers and their exhibiting friends? 

We believe that if the associations took up this 
matter and arranged to rent out space in the same 
building where their meeting was held the entire trade 
would be benefited. 

(1) The retail association would secure a hand- 
some revenue by charging about half the rates the de- 
cent hotels do now. 

(2) The chronic complaint that persuasive travel- 
ing men spirit members away during sessions to see 
their exhibits would be largely obviated. 

(3) Many makers of specialties would exhibit who 
are now deterred by the high prices charged for de- 
sirable space for exhibits. 

(4) It would be easier to start the sessions on time, 
as the dealers would be at the combined exhibition 
and convention hall rather than loitering in the hotel 
corridors. 

Taking up the manufacturers and jobbers’ side. 

(1) There would be a material saving in expense. 

(2) Every exhibitor would feel that he was con- 
tributing towards the financial success of the conven- 
tion. 

(3) The small exhibitor or the late comer who 
failed to get desirable space would not be obliged to 
induce dealers to walk 100 feet east, then up two 
flights, then 50 feet north and 80 feet west, to reach 
his goods. 

(4) Many exhibitors under the present regime 
have to keep their rooms with exhibits therein locked 
when called away for meals or business to prevent 
vandalism and petty thieving by bell boys, chamber- 
maids, and other irresponsible outsiders, while with the 
exhibits bunched in a hall, the annoyance of these 
greedy poachers would be done away with. 

(5) Where a hotel room is used for exhibitior 
purposes and for lodging as well the exhibitor, par- 
ticularly in the morning, is often a victim of the cham- 
bermaid’s negligence, the overworking of the porter 
and bell-boys, the crowding of elevators, the absence 
of suitable tables, etc., for showing samples, and can- 
not give his exhibit the justice he should, and which 
he believes he could in a special exhibit hall. 

(6) It is rather late to do much along this line 
this year, but we believe if leading exhibitors would 
break the ice and frankly tell their association friends 
they favor such a course, the latter organizations would 
meet them half way. 

A feasible plan in this connection it would seem to 
us would be the appointment by the various associa- 
tions of Exhibit Committees of about three members, 
chosen from the city where the next convention is to 
be held. It would be the duty of this committee about 
two months before the convention met, to make ar- 
rangements for a hall with space for exhibits and ar- 
range with different manufacturers and jobbers for 
letting this space. 

We believe this to be an idea well worth the close 
scrutiny of all branches of the hardware trade.

A RECENT consular report states that incubators will 
find a ready market in South Africa as the production 
of poultry in that country is greatly below the con- 
sumption.

AN interesting decision recently made by the New 
York Board of General Appraisers treats of the im- 
portation of bamboo fishing rods consisting of an 
outer section in the shape of a cane containing two 
smaller sections, the whole when drawn out in the 
manner of a telescope, forming a fishing rod. The 
examining officer declared this to be a walking cane, 
but on appeal, the appraisers decided that it was a 
fishing rod and hence liable to a lower duty. 


ENGLISH newspapers are giving interesting details 
of a process whereby radishes are transformed into po- 
tatoes. The process is the invention of a Frenchman, 
Monsieur Molliard, of Paris. He takes a very young 
radish and cultivates it in a glass retort, after a process 
invented by Pasteur, in a concentrated solution of 
glucose. Starch then develops plentifully in the cells 
of the radish, which swells out, loses its pepperiness, 
and acquires practically the consistency, flavor, and 
especially the nutritive properties of the potato. It is 
not claimed that the latter vegetable will be at once 
superseded, or vet that it will be cheaper to change 

radishes into potatoes than to cultivate the latter in the 
ordinary way. But M. Molliard’s discovery is re- 
garded as one which may have far-reaching conse- 
quences. 

This discovery opens the way to infinite possibilities. 
If radishes can be transformed into potatoes by being 
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nurtured in a concentrated solution of glucose, why 
cannot the process be reversed and potatoes trans- 
formed into radishes by being grown in ground satur- 
ated with some extract of pepper? Why pay 25 
cents for a grape fruit four inches in diameter when 
by raising pumpkins in a solution of concentrated lime 
juice, you can transform them into grape fruit a foot 
and a half in diameter ? 

The medizval alchemists delved into the weird mys- 
teries of the transmutation of metals striving to turn 
the baser iron into the more valuable gold. Our mod- 
ern scientists seem to have taken up the lowlier but 
highly interesting field of the transmutation of vege- 
tables, and when we sit down to our dinners of the 
future we will probably have to ask our better halves 
whether the carrots set before us grew in the ground 
or are transmuted cabbages and whether the beans 
forming the dish which the cultured Bostonese love 
so well, started in life as honest legumes or whether 
they are perverted currants.

THE stockyards in Chicago are owned by the Union 
Stockyards and Transit Co. This firm gets its reve- 
nue from the charges for yardage of stock, for weigh- 
ing the stock, for feed consumed by the stock, and for 
terminal switching. The commission men who sell 
the stock as it comes to the yards, and the speculators 
who handle part of it, pay nothing for their privilege 
of doing business in the yards. They hold their re- 
spective positions by common consent, and their re- 
spective pens by keeping hogs in them. These are 
called pen holders. They usually are hogs that are 
worth the least money, being long legged, of poor 
form, coarse in quality, and much lacking in condi- 
tion. They are kept simply for this one purpose, viz., 
holding pens. Some hardware dealers have their 
stores littered up with “pen holder” goods. They seem 
to think that because they have a hardware store they 
have to carry a complete line of goods, no matter of 
how rubishy a character. They buy low-priced truck 
in some lines without studying up the merits of the 
goods and then wonder why they don’t sell. The best 
thing for them to do is to hold a bargain sale and 
“empty the pens.” The only goods a dealer should 
keep are those for which he has a ready sale. He 
should not keep any goods in stock merely to “keep” 
them, and should not allow “shelf holders” to accumu- 
late simply because he don’t want the bare shelves.

One of my customers came to me and wanted 
me to figure on a steam plant. I did so, and after | 
had it installed he built on an addition of four more 
rooms and wanted me to heat them from the steam 
boiler. I told him that the boiler was too small to 
heat four rooms, but would heat two more, and that 
I could heat the other two from the range boiler, and 
to add more trouble he wanted the range boiler 
(which has a steam coil in it) put in the cellar. 
That brought the range boiler lower than my steam 
main, but in spite of all the disadvantages he has a 
radiator in his laundry room and heats all four new 
rooms and has the kitchen range boiler in the cellar.

“BLISS” PRESS WITH CAM STRIPPER. 





The E. W. Biiss Co., 32 Adams St., Brooklyn, N. 
Y., are manufacturers of the press shown in the ac- 
companving cut. It is a modification of a standard ma- 
chine, which makes it more advantageous for operat- 
ing piercing dies without interfering with its useful- 
ness as a blanking press. 

It is well known that the piercing dies having sta- 
tionary strippers are liable to distort the holes which

are pierced by them to such an extent as to require 
subsequent straightening. The stationary strippers are 
also a great hindrance to rapid and accurate work, the 
blank having to be placed under and withdrawn from 
them in a very inconvenient and time-taking manner. 

By attaching the stripper plates to the stripper rods 
which receive their vertical motion through two cams 
on the shaft, a clear space is left between the punch 
and die, enabling the operator to manipulate and ob- 
serve his work. quickly and accurately. The stripper 
plate comes down on the blank, first clamping the 
work before the punch is entered, and holding it un- 
der pressure while the punching and stripping is be- 
ing done. The stripper rods are raised by four steel 
helical springs as shown. In this manner the work 
comes out practically as straight and true as when it 
is put in the die. As the stripper plate moves up and 
down with the punches, the latter may be made shorter 
than a stationary stripper, admitting of making them 
considerably more resistant and durable. 

A smaller hole in proportion to the thickness of the 
stock may be pierced in this manner, because of the 
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close support which the movable stripper gives the 
punches up to the point where they enter the stock. 

These presses are largely used in the manufacture 
of bicycle parts, such as sprockets, pedal blanks, etc., 
of clock parts, locks, electrical instruments, typewrit- 
ing machines, cash registers, etc. 

The stripper rods of the press are made removable, 
leaving a space clear for the operating of ordinary cut- 
ting and forming dies.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


January is ordinarily a dull month and this year 
proves no exception to the rule. Nevertheless, some 
life has been shown in the pig iron market during 
the past five days. Without approaching the activity 
of November and December an improvement is ob- 
served in foundry iron purchased during the past 
week. In addition to the usual business for spot de- 
livery renewed inquiries have been met for forward 
shipment, resulting in transactions of fair size for 
delivery second quarter and on. The real strength 
of the situation is shown in that all of this brought full 
schedule, including in some cases an advance over 
previous figures. Several speculative lots of Valley 
Bessemer have been sold out. Some additional rail 
orders are announced, together with the usual run of 
scattered business in other finished material. 

In spite of the small demand, prices are maintaining 
all of the strength necessary to keep furnaces in line. 
No shading has as yet developed and agents are not 
showing any keen rivalry about orders. Black and 
galvanized sheets are very strong and though manu- 
facturers have not advanced prices local jobbers have 
seen fit to do so. Other finished materials are not so 
active as for the ten weeks previous. Specifications, 
however, continue in abundance. 


BILLETS. 

A fair demand with firm prices characterizes the 
situation. It is to be noted that billets are selling more 
freely than other finished materials. Quotations are 
as follows: On carload lots, Chicago delivery—Forg- 
ing billets, 4x4 and larger, up to but not including 
IOx10, up to .25 carbon, $27; up to and including .60 
carbon, $1 extra. Rerolling billets, Bessemer or open- 
hearth, 4x4 and larger, $25; billets, 374 in. and small- 
er, and sheet and tin bars, $27. Wire rods, $32 to $33 
Pittsburgh. 


PIG IRON. 

Southern irons show an increasing tendency toward 
an advance to $14, Birmingham. .Though there is 
almost no new business going in their direction at this 
schedule, there is not the slightest weakness to be 
found. Furnaces are exhibiting a degree of inde- 
pendence not often met with. At $13.50, Birming- 
ham, for No. 2 foundry, more orders went South than 
for some weeks. Northern irons have been very quiet 
with unchanged prices. Malleable irons are stronger 
and are now quoted at $17.50, Chicago. 

The tardy increase in production is causing sur- 
prise and is one of the strongest elements in the pres- 
ent situation. In the South there is no immediate 
prospect of anything like the production that was 
anticipated. It is reported that several of the iron 
makers in the Birmingham district are predicting a 
sharp advance before long. The coke situation has 
not improved. Without unusual difficulties, consider- 
ing the season, the railroad facilities have proven in- 
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adequate to handle the ovens’ output. Coke is being 
stocked at the ovens for lack of cars. We understand 
that in the Pittsburgh district furnaces have been run- 
ning for two weeks on stock piles and will soon be 
forced to bank unless relief. is afforded. The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad is advising furnaces to supply them- 
selves as far as possible with fuel outside of their 
lines. The same difficulties are met in other sections, 
notably Alabama, where production still lags behind 
the output anticipated. 


SHEETS. 

Specifications are very heavy, though new business 
is of small volume. Jobbers report heavy buying on 
the part of retailers. New prices announced by local 
jobbers are as follows:

All mills are 
comfortably filled with orders and are making ready 
to run to their fullest capacity with the advent of 
spring. Bridges are going up in great abundance and 
these orders are absorbing a great part of the atten- 
tion of steel manufacturers. The building movement 
is assuming tremendous proportions. It is probable
